BEERSHEBA, Israel UFL-Rapfo- 
ael Eylon, Israeli eeaman-'writer 
who was seized from a Danish 
freig hter J uly 22 by Eg yptians at 
Suez, turned up here Wednesday 
and told of both brutal and g ood 
treatment in Eg yptian custody. 
Eylon was turned over by the 
Eg ypians to Israeli and U.N. of­ 
ficials who had been seeking his 
release. 
He told reporters that at first 
he was frequently beaten but later 
w*as g iven new clothing , taken on 
a tour around Cairo and permitted 
to make two broadcasts In He­ 
brew over Cairo radio. 
Eylon was taken off the Danish 
freig hter Birg itte Toft in Suez Ha- 
bor just before the Israeli-char­ 
tered ship passed Into the canal 
with a carg o of Burma rice and 
other g oods for Israel. 
In seizing Eylon, the Eg yptians 
accused him of being an Israeli 
soldier taking pictures of Suez 
Harbor in violation of Eg yptian 
security.
